Aa though only the most extraordinary circumstances would 
require postponement of the disclosure of documents for seasons 
other than those reoognized in the bill, I cannot abdicate my 
constitutional responsibility to take such action when 
necessary. Th® sama applies to the provision purporting to 
give certain congressional commit tees "access to any records 
held or created by the Review Board." This provision will 
be interpreted consistently with ay authority under the 
Coniuitutxon to protect confidential executive branch materials 
ana to supervise and guide executive branch cffioiala.

Third, the bill purports to set the qualifications 
for Board members, to require the President to review lists 
supplied by specified organizations, and to direct the timino 
of nominations. These provisions conflict with the constitu- 
tional division of responsibility between th® President s^nd the 
Congress. The President has the sola power of nomination! 

Senate has ths sola power of consent. 
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
